New Delhi, the 8th May, 2000 

S. 0.441 (E). Whereas the Central Government is of the 
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Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry into a 
definite matter of public importance/ namely/ killing of 
innocent Sikhs following the assassination of Smt. Indira 
Gandhi/ the late Prime Minister/ on the 31st October/ 
1984; 


And whereas on 31st October, 1984/ serious 
violence broke out in the National Capital Territory of 
Delhi and some other peirts of the country and as a result 
of the violence/ thousands of the Sikhs lost their lives 
cind several others got seriously injured; their houses and 
properties were burnt down as a result of arson and many 
of than were rendered boneless. The riots caused a great 
deal of anxiety and pain to the Sikh Conmunity and to the 
public; 


And v^ereas the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Home Affairs appointed a Coimission of Inquiry 
headed by Mr. Justice Ranganath Misra for the purpose of 
making an inquiry into that definite matter of public 
importance, to wit, the violaice that occured and to take 
corrective measures to meet the ends of justice vide its 
notification number S.0.362 (E) dated, the 26th April, 
1985; 


And whereas there is a widespread denand fron 

different sections of the public, particularly, the Sikh 

community for an inquiry into several aspects of violence, 
abuse of authority, remis^ess and apathy of law 
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exercise control over than/ excesses conmitted and action 
taken or purported to be taken in the wake of criminal 
riots that broke out on 31st October/ 1984 and afterwards/ 
targetting the members of the Sikh ccanmunity; 

NOW/ therefore/ in exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 3 of the Coninissions of Inquiry Act/ 
1952 (60 of 1952 ), the Central Government hereby appoints 
a Ccxnmission of Inquiry consisting of Mr. Justice G.T. 
Nanavati/ a retired Judge of the Supreme Court of India. 

2. Terms of Reference: 

(i) The Commission shall make an inquiry with respect 
to the following matters: 

(a) to inquire into the causes and course of the 
criminal violence and riots targetting 
monbers of the Sikh community which took 
place in the National Capital Territory of 
Delhi and other parts of the country on 31st 
October/ 1984 and thereafter; 

(b) the sequence of the events leading to and all 
the facts relating to such violence and 
riots; 

(c) whether these heinous crimes could have been 
averted and whether there were any lapses or 
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part of any of the responsible 
authorities/individuals: 

(d) to inquire into the adequacy of the 
administrative measures taken to prevent and 
to deal with the said violence and riots; 

(e) to recommend measures which may be adopted to 
meet the ends of the justice; 

(f) to consider such matters as may be found 
relevant in the course of the inquiry. 

(ii) The inquiry by the Camiission shall be in regard 
to: 

(a) complaints or allegations that may, be made 
before the Canmission by any individual or 
association in such form and accompanied by 
such affidavits as may be specified by the 
Canmission/ and 

(b) such instances relatable to paragraph 2(i)(a) 
to (f) as may be brought to its notice either 
by the Central Government or the Governmoit 
of the National Capital Territory of Delhi or 
the State Governments concerned. 

3. The Commission shall sutxnit its r^)ort to the 

Central Government as soon as possible but not later than 
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4. The Comnission may/ it it deans fit, make interim 
reports to the Central Government before said date on any 
of the matters mentioned in paragraph 2. 

5. The headquarters of the Commission shall be at New 
Delhi. 


G. The Central Government is of the opinion that/ 

having regard to the nature of the inquiry to be made by, 
the Commission and other circumstances of the case, all 
the provisions of sub-section (2), sub-section (3), sub¬ 
section (4) and sub-section (5) of section 5 of the 
Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952)/ should be 
made applicable to the Commission and the Central 
Government/ in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of the said section 5, hereby directs that all 
th^ provisions of the said sub-sections (2), (3), (4) and 
(5) of that section shall apply to the Caimission.
